SCENES A N D I N C I D E N T S . 


The calamity in Pennsylvania o n Friday 
afterno o n was as singu lar as it was fatal. 
T his afterno o n it is evident that mo re lives 
were lo st beeuuse o f fo o lish incredulity than 
fro m igno rance o f the danger. 
Fo r mo re 
than a year there have been fears o f an acci­ 
dent o f just sucli a character. 
The fo unda­ 
tio ns o f the dam that cave way were co nsid­ 
ered unsafe early last spring and many in­ 
creasing leakages were repo rted fro m time to 
time. 
Acco rding to 
peo ple who lived in 
Jo hnsto w n and o ther to wns o n the line o f the 
Co uemnugh River, ample w arning was given 
to the Jo hnsto wn residents by the railro ad o f­ 
ficials and by o ther men o f standing and rep­ 
utatio n iu hundreds o f cases. 
This warning 
was utterly disregarded and tho se who heed­ 
ed it early in» the day were lo o ked upo n as 
co wards. 
Every creek is a ru shing river, every rivu ­ 
let a raging to rrent fo r miles aro uud the 
scene o f the disaster. 
T he gro und is water- 
so aked, and when the immense mo untain dis­ 
trict that drains into the Co ncmaugh abo ut 
¡So uth Fo rk is taken into co nsideratio n, the 
terrible vo lume o f water that m ust have ac­ 
cum ulated can be realized. 
Gathering, as it 
did, w ithin a few m inu tes.it came against the 
breast o f the So uth Fo rk dam with irresistible 
fo rce. 
The frightened natives alo ng the 
Co nemaugh describe the flo o d as so mething 
“ aw fu l.” The to rrent came ro aringdo wn the 
m o untain 
passes 
in 
o ne 
huge 
wave, 
several feet in height, 
It 
is 
said 
the 
stream 
o f 
human 
beings that was swept befo re the angry flo o ds 
was friglitfql. 
Men, wo men and children 
were carried alo ng frantically shrieking fo r 
help, but their cries availed them no thing, 
Rescue was impo ssible. 
Husbands 
were 
swept past their wives, and children were 
bo rne rapidly ejo ng go ing at a terrible speed 
to certain death befo re the eyes o f their ter­ 
ro rized and frantic parents. 
The basin, at 
the scene o f the catastro phe, co ntained water 
m easuring two miles acro ss by five miles 
iu lenglh and was 76 feet deep in the deepest 
place. 
When the flo o d bu rst upo n the City 
o f Jo hnsto wn everything was carried befo re 
it and no t an instant’s tim e was given to seek 
safety. 
Ho uses were demo lished, swept fro m 
their fo undatio ns and carried in the flo o d to 
to a culvert neap the to w n. 
Here a mass o f 
all manner o f de bris so o n lo dged and by eve­ 
ning it had dammed 
the 
water 
back 
into fhe City o ver the to ps o f many o f the 
rem aining 
chimneys. 
A t 
11 
o ’clo ck 
last night the blo ckade at the Jo hnsto wn 
bridge was three-fo urths o f a mile lo ng and 
40 feet high and was all o n fire. 
The sky 
was illuminated fo p miles by the co nflagra­ 
tio n. 
The bridge at Jo bnsto w n prpved to o 
stau nch fo r the fu ry o f the water. 
It is a 
Ijcqyy piece o f m aso nry and was used as a 
viaduct by the Did Pennsylvania Canal. 
So me o f the to p sto nes o nly were displaced. 
The bursting o f a M assachusetts reservo ir 
caused fearful destructio n, so me years ago , 
bu t it did no t reach this in fatal results, this 
atteriwo u the lo ss being estimated by o ne 
w riter as high ¡k> jt,000. 
Charles Reade s 
vivid descriptio n o f the bu rsting o f the Hills­ 
dale reservo ir iu his no vel, “ Pu t \ o urself in 
His Place,” was co nsidered a rather exagger­ 
ated effo rt o f the im aginatio n. 
Yet it is tame

swept do wn the Allegheny Mo untains yester­ 
day afterno o n, and last pight almo st the en­ 
tire City o f Jo hnsto wn w as swimming abo ut 
in the rushing, angry tide.- 
Head bo dies are 
flo ating abo ut in every directio n, and almo st 
every piece o f mo vable tim ber is carrying 
fro m the do o med City a co rpse. 
The disaster 
o verto o k Jo hnsto wn abo u t C o ’clo ck last even­ 
ing. 
As the train bearing the special co rres­ 
po ndents sped eastward, the repo rts at each 
sto p grew mo re appalling. 
Here a gro up 
o f railway o fficials were gathered, who had 
co me fro m Bo livar, the end o f the passable 
po rtio n o f the ro ad westward. 
They had 
seen 
but 
a 
small 
po rtio n 
pf 
fhp 
aw fu l 
flo o d, 
hu t 
eno u gh 
to 
allo w 
them to imagine the rest. 
Do wn thro ugh 
the Packfcaddle came the rushing waters. 
T h e heights o f the Alleghenies lo o ked do wn 
in so lemn wo nder at the scene o f the mo st 
terrible destructio n th at ever stru ck the ro ­ 
m antic valley o f the Co ncmaugh.. The water 
was rising when the men left at 6 o ’o lo clj;, ftt 
the rate o f five feet an ho u r. Clinging to the 
rafts, co nstructed in the death battle, fro m 
flo ating bo ards and timbers, were ago nized 
pen,wo men and children, their heart-rending 


shrieks fo r help striking ho rro r to the breasts 
o f the o nlo o kers. 
T heir cries were o f no 
avail. 
Carried alo ng at railway speed o il 
the 
breast 
o f 
the 
rushing 
to rrent, 
no hum an ingenuity co uld devise a means o f 
rescue. 
A mo ther was seeh grasping a flo at­ 
ing timber, while in her o tfk-r arm she held 
her babe, already dro wned. 
W ith a death 
grip o n a plank, a stro ng man just giving up 
ho pe, cast an implo ring lo o k to tho se o n the 
bank; an instant later and he had sunk into 
the waves. 
T he special train pulled in at Bo livar at 
11:30 v . m., and the trainmen were there no ­ 
tified that fu rther pro gress was impo ssible. 
The greatest excitement prevailed ¡it this 
place. 
Parties o f citizens were o ut all the 
time endeavo ring to save the po o r u nfo rtu n­ 
ates that were being hu rled to eternity o n the 
rushing to rrent. 
The tidal wave stru ck Bo l­ 
ivar ju st after dark, and in five m inutes the 
Co ncmaugh ro se fro m six to 40 feet, and the 
waters spread o ut o ver the who le eo u riry. 
So o n ho uses began flo ating do wn, and cling 
ing to the de bris were men, wo men and chil­ 
dren shrieking fo r aid. 
A large num ber o f 
citizens at o nce gathered o n the Co unty bridge 
aud they were reinfo rced by a num ber fro m 
Garfield, a to wn o n the o ppo site side o f the 
River. 
They bro ught a num ber o f ro pes and 
these were thro wn o ver into the bo iling 
waters as perso ns drifted by in effo rts to save 
so me po o r beings. 
Fo r half ¡m ho ur all ef­ 
fo rts were fruitless until .at last, when the 
rescuers were abo ut giving up all ho pe, a lit­ 
tle bo y astride a shingle ro o f m anaged to 
catch ho ld o f o ne o f the ro pes. 
lie caught 
it u nder his left arm and was thro wn vio lent­ 
ly 
against 
an 
abutm ent, but 
managed 
to 
keep 
ho ld, 
and 
was 
successfully 
pulled 
to 
the 
bridge. 
amid

His name is Iless- 
ler, and his rescuer was a train hand named 
Carney.

ju st then ano ther ho use w ith a shingle ro o f 
flo ated by aud I managed to craw 1 o n it aud 
flo ated do wn until nearly dead w ith co ld,

My grandfather was o n a 
tree bu t he must have been dro wned, as the

Miss Smith 
was also dro wned. 
Jo hn Girseli was in a 
tree. 
The fo u r children were dro wned. The 
scenes were terrible. Live bo dies and co rpses 
were flo ating do wn with me and away fro m 
ro e. 
I wo uld see a perso n, there w o uld be 
shriek, and then they wo uld disappear. 
All 
alo ng the line were peo ple who were trying 
to save us, but they co uld do no thing, and 
o nly a few were cau ght.” 
This bo y’s sto ry sho ws w hat happened to 
o ne family. 
Go do njy kno ws what" lias hap­ 
pened to the hundreds who were in the path 
o f the rushing waters. 
At the lo wer bridge, 
which cro sses the Co ncmaugh at Bo livar, a 
yo ung man, with two wo men, were seen co m­ 
ing do wn the River o n part o f a flo o r. 
At 
the u pper bridge a ro pe was thro w n to them. 
This they all failed to catch. 
Between the 
two bridges tlie yo ung mail was no ticed to 
po int to wards the elder wo man, which, it is 
suppo sed, was his mo ther. 
He was then seen 
to instru ct the wo men ho w to catch the 
ro pe 
which 
was 
being 
lo wered 
fro m 
the o ther bridge. 
Do wn came the raft with 
a rush. 
The brave ipan sto o d with his arms 
aro und the two wo men. 
As thev swept u n­ 
der the bridge lie reached u p and seized the 
ro pe. 
He was jerked vio lently away fro m 
the two wo men, who failed to get a ho ld o n 
the ro pe. 
Seeing that they wo uld no t be res­ 
cued, lie dro pped the ro pe and fell Jiuek o n 
the raft, which flo ated o n do wn the River. 
The cu rrent washed the frail craft in to wards 
the bank, and the yo ung man was enabled^o 
seize ho ld o f the branch o f a tree. 
The man 
aided the two wo men to get up into the 
tree. 
He 
held 
o n 
with 
bis 
hands 
and rested his feet o n a pile o f driftwo o d. A 
piece o f flo ating de bris struck the drift sweep­ 
ing it away. 
The man hu ng with his bo dy 
immersed in the water. 
A pile o f drift so o n 
co llected and he was enabled to get ano ther 
insecure fo o t ho ld. 
Up the River there was 
a sudden crash and a sectio n o f the bridge 
was swept away and flo ated do wn the stream, 
striking the tree and washing it away.

three were thro wn into the water and were 
dro wned befo re the eyes o f the ho rrified spec­ 
tato rs ju st o ppo site the to wn o f Bo livar.

SCENES A N D I N C I D E N T S . 


M a r t i n G.XORGE of San Francisco and 
Cam line JcDkyus of St. Ives, Eogland, were 
m arried in New York yesterday.

tune.

lia, who is Mr. George’s brother-in-law, and 
on landing he conducted them to a clergy­ 
m an’s residence, where they were married.

The calamity in Pennsylvania on Friday 
afternoon was as singular as it was fatal. 
This afterneou it is evident that more lives 
were lost because of foolish incredulity than 
from ignorance of the danger. 
For more 
than a year there have been fears of an acci­ 
dent of just such a character. 
The founda­ 
tions of the dam that cave way were consid­ 
ered unsafe early last spring and many in­ 
creasing leakages were reported from time to 
time. 
According to 
people who lived in 
Johnstown and other towns on the line of the 
Conemaugh River, ample warning was given 
to the Johnstown residents by the railroad of­ 
ficials and by other men of standing and rep­ 
utation in hundreds of cases. 
This warning 
was utterly disregarded and those who heed­ 
ed it early in» the day were looked upon as 
cowards. 
Every creek is a rushing river, every rivu­ 
let a raging torrent for miles nrouud the 
scene of the disaster. 
The ground is water- 
soaked, and w hen the immense raouutain dis­ 
trict that drains Into the Conemaugh about 
Bouth Fork is taken into consideration, the 
terrible volume of water that m ust have ac­ 
cumulated can be realized. 
Gathering, as it 
did, w ithin a few m inutes.it came against the 
breast of the South Fork dam with irresistible 
force. 
The frightened natives along the 
Conemaugh describe the flood as somethin? 
awful.” The torrent came roaring down the 
mountain 
passes 
in 
one 
huge 
wave, 
several feet in height. 
It 
is 
said 
the 
stream 
of 
human 
beings that was swept before the angry llopds 
was frightful. 
Men, women and children 
were carried along frantically shrieking for 
help, hut their cries availed them nothing, 
Rescue was impossible. 
Husbands 
werg 
swept past their wiyes, and children were 
borne rapidly along going at a terrible speed 
to certaiu death before the eyes of their ter­ 
rorized and frantic parents. 
The basin, at 
Die scene of the catastrophe, contained water 
measuring two miles across by five miles 
iu length and >vas 7 0 feet deep in the deepest 
place. 
W hen the flood burst upon the City 
of Johnstow n everything was carried befoye 
it and not an instant’s time was given to seek 
safety. 
Houses were demolished, swept from 
their foundations and carried iu the flood to 
to a culvert Dear the town. 
Here a mass of 
all manner of debris soon lodged and by eve­ 
ning it had dammed 
the 
water 
bgck 
into fhe City over the tops of many of the 
remaining 
chimneys. 
At 
11 
o’clock 
last night the blockade at the Johnstown 
bridge was three-fourths of a mile long and 
40 feet high and was nil on fice. 
The sky 
was illuminated for niiles by the conflagra 
{Jou. The bridge at Johnstown prpyed too 
staunch for the fury of the water. 
It is a 
hegyy piece of masonry and was used as a 
viaduct by the Old Pennsylvania Canal. 
Some of the top stones only were displaced. 
The bursting of a Massachusetts reservoir 
caused fearful destruction, some years ago, 
but it did not reach this in fatal results, this 
afteriwon the loss being estimated by one 
writer as high gg $,000.

A F L O O D O F D E A T H . 
By T elegraph to T he F reem an. 
D erby, Pa., Jupc J.—A flood of death 
swept down the Allegheny Mountains yester­ 
day afternoon, and last night almost the en­ 
tire City of Johnstown was swimming about 
in the rushing, angry tide. 
Dead bodies are 
floating about in every direction, apd almost 
every piece of movable tim ber is carrying 
from the doomed City a corpse. 
The disaster 
overtook Johnstown about 6 o’clock last even­ 
ing. 
As the train bearing the special corres­ 
pondents sped eastward, the reports at each 
stop grew more appalling. 
Here a group 
of railway officials were gathered, who had 
come from Bolivar, tbe end of tbe passable 
portion of the rond westward. 
They li.gd 
seen 
but 
a 
small 
portion 
pf 
|thp 
awful 
flood, 
but 
enough 
to 
allow 
them to imagine tbe rest. 
Down through 
the Packfcaddle came the rushing waters. 
The heights of the Alleghenies looked down 
in solemn wonder at the scene of the most 
terrible destruction that ever struck the ro­ 
mantic valley of tbe Conemaugh. The water 
was rising when the men left at 0 o’clock, at 
the rate of five feet an hour. Clinging to the 
rafts, constructed In the death battle, from 
floating boards and timbers, were agonized 
pien, women and children, their heart-rending 


shrieks for help striking horror to the breasts 
of the onlookers. 
Their cries were of no 
avail. 
Carried along at railway speed on 
the 
breast 
of 
the 
rushing 
torrent, 
no human ingenuity could devise a means of 
rescue. 
A m other was seett grasping a float­ 
ing timber, while in her offier arm she held 
her balie, already drowned. 
With a death 
grip on a plank, a strong matt just giving up 
hope, cast an im ploring look to those on the 
bank; an instant later and he liad sunk into 
the waves. 
The special train pulled in at Bolivar at 
11:80 p. m ., and the trainmen were there no­ 
tified that further progress was impossible. 
The greatest excitem ent prevailed at this 
place. 
Parties of citizens were out all the 
time endeavoring to save the poor unfortun­ 
ates that were being hurled to eternity on the 
rushing torrent. 
The tidal wave struck Bol­ 
ivar just after dark, and in five minutes the 
Conemaugh rose from six to 40 feet, and the 
waters spread out over the whole country. 
Soon houses began floating down, and cling­ 
ing to tbe debris were men, women and chil­ 
dren shrieking for aid. 
A large number of 
citizens at once gathered on the County bridge 
and they were reinforced by a number from 
Garfield, a town on tlie opposite side of the 
River. 
They brought a numlierof ropes and 
these were throw n over into the boiling 
waters as persons drifted by in efforts to save 
some poor beings. 
For half an hour all ef­ 
forts were fruitless until ¿it last, when the 
rescuers were about, giving up all hope, a lit­ 
tle hoy astride a shingle roof managed to 
catch hold of one of tbe ropes.

cheers of the onlookers. 
His name is Hess- 
ler, and his rescuer was a train hand named 
Carney. 
The lad was at once taken to the 
town of Garfield aud cared for. 
His story of the calamity is as follows: 
“ With my brother I was spending theday at 
my grandfather’s house in Cambria City. 
In 
the house at the time were Theodore, Ed­ 
ward and John K intz and John Kintz, Jr.. 
Miss Mary Kintz, Mrs. Mary Kintz, wife of 
John, Jr., Miss Treaev Kintz, Mrs. Rica 
Smith, John Hirsch and four children, mv 
father 
aud 
myself. 
Shortly 
after 
5 
o’clock there was a noise of roaring waters 
aud screams of people. 
We looked out the 
door and saw persons running. 
My father 
told us to never m ind as the waters would not 
rise further, but soon we saw houses being 
swept away and then we ran up to the floor 
above. 
The house was three stories, and we 
were at last forced to the top one. 
In my 
fright I jum ped on the lied. 
It was an old- 
fashioned one w ith heavy posts. 
The water 
kept rising and my bed was soon afloat. 
Gradually it was lifted up. 
The air in the 
room grew close and the house was moving. 
Still the bed kept rising and pressed the ceil­ 
ing. 
At last the posts pushed the plaster. It 
yielded and a section of the roof gave way, 
Then suddenly I found myself on the loot’ 
and was being carried down stream. 
A lter 
a little this roof commenced to part and I 
was afraid 1 was going to be drowned, but 
just then another house with a shingle roof 
floated by aud I managed to crawl on it aud 
floated down 
until nearly dead with cold, 
when 
I 
was 
saved. 
After 
I was 
freed 
from 
thu 
house 
I 
did 
not 
see ray father. 
My grandfather was on a 
tree but lie m ust have been drowned, as the 
waters were rising fast. 
John Kintz, Jr., 
was also 011 a tree. 
Miss Mary Kintz and 
Mrs. Alary K intz I saw drown. 
Aliss Smith 
was also drowned. 
John Hirsch was in a 
tree. The four children were drowned. The 
scenes were terrible. Live bodies and corpses 
were floating down with me and away from 
me. 
I would see a person, there would tie 
shriek, and then they would disappear. 
All 
along the line w ere people who were trying 
to save 11s, but they could do notliiug, and 
only a few were caught.” 
Tins boy’s story shows what happened to 
one family. 
God only knows what' has hap­ 
pened to the hundreds who were in the path 
of the rushing waters. 
At the lower bridge, 
which crosses the Conemaugh at Bolivar, a 
voung man, with two women, were seen com 
iDg down the River 011 part of a floor. 
At 
the upper bridge a rope was thrown to them. 
This ttiey all failed to catcu. 
Between the 
two bridges the young man was noticed to 
point towards the elder woman, which, it is 
supposed, was his mother. 
He was then seen 
to instruct the women how to catch the 
rope 
which 
was 
being 
lowered from 
tbe other bridge. 
Down came the raft, with 
a rush. 
The brave qpiu stood with his arms 
around the two women. 
As tbev swept un­ 
der the bridge lie reached up and seized the 
rope. 
He was jerked violently away from 
tbe two women, who failed to get a hold on 
the rope. 
Seeing that they would not be res­ 
cued, lie dropped the rope aud fell Jiuck on 
the raft, which floated 011 down the River. 
The current washed the frail craft in towards 
the bank, and the young man was euabledjio 
seize bold o f tbe branch of a tree. 
The man 
aided the two women to get up jato the 
tree. 
He 
held

hands 
and rested his feet on a pile of driftwood. A 
piece of floating debris struck the drift sweep­ 
ing it away. 
The man hung with his body

No one can tell its extent. 
The 
Cambria Iron Company’s works arc built 
on

ground, 
They 
stand 
near the River and many fear they have b a n 
swept away, or greatly damaged. 
Tbe lo-s 
of these works alone will he in the millions. 
The little telegraph stations along the road 
are tilled with anxious groups of men who 
have friends and relatives in Johnstown. 
The smallest item of news is eagerly seized 
upou and circulated. 
If favorable they have 
a moment of relief; if not their Dices become 
more gloomy. 
Harry Fisher, a young tele­ 
graph operator who was at Bolivar when the 
first rush began, saysr “ We knew nothing of 
tiie disaster until we noticed the R iver slowly 
rising and then more rapidly. 
News then 
reached us from Johnstown that the dam at 
South Fork had burst. 
W ithin three hours 
the water in the River rose 20 feet. 
Shortly 
before 0 o’clock ruins of houses, barns, house­ 
hold utensils, barrels and kegs came floating 
past the bridges. 
At 8 o'clock the water was 
within six feet of the road bed of the bridge. 
The wreckage floated past without stopping 
for at least two hours. 
Then it began to les­ 
sen, and, night coming suddenly upon us, 
we could see 110 more. 
The wreckage was 
floating by for a long time before the first 
living persons passed. 
Fifteen persons that 
I saw were carried down by the River. 
One 
of these, a boy, was saved, and three of them 
were drowned* just directly below the town. 
It was an awful sight and one that I will not 
soon forget.” 
Hundreds of animals were lost. 
The bod­ 
ies of horses, dogs and chickens floated past. 
The little boy who was rescued at Bolivar 
had two (logs as companions during his fear­ 
ful ride. 
The dogs were drowned just before 
reaching the bridge. 
One old mule swam 
past. 
Its shoulders were torn, but it was 
aiive when it w ent'past the towu. 
Johnstown is iu a sort of a hollow between 
two rivers and tbe flood must have swept 
over the City at a depth of 40 feet. W hether 
ncredulily and foolhardiness numbers its 
flood victims by scores or by hundreds no one 
t knows, and it will lie mauy days before 
the writing upon tombstones and the tracing 
of “ the unknown dead” are ended. 
There 
as grown up a bitter feeling among the sur- 
iviug sufferers against those who owned the 
and dam. aud damage suits will be nu­ 
merous by and by. The dams in Stony Creek 
above Johnstown 
broke about noon yes­ 
terday 
and 
thousands of

The most awful culmination of the awful 
nlL’ht was the roasting of 100 or more persons 
in mid flood at the new railroad bridge at 
Johnstown. 
There were crowds of men, wo­ 
men and children on the wreck and their 
creams were soon added to the awful chorus 
f horror. 
They were literally roasted 011 
tbe flood. 
Soon after the fire burned itself 
outotheis were thrown against the mass. 
here were some 50 people in sight when the 
ruins suddenly parted, broke up and was 
swept under the bridge into pitchy darkness. 
The latest news from Johnstown is that but 
two houses could be seen in the town.

The first authentic news was 
from W. N. Hays, of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
oad Company, who reached New-Florence at 
9 o’clock.

T H E P E O P L E W E R E W A R N E D . 


N e w - F l o r e n c e , Pa., June 1.—The gray 
morning light does not seem to show either 
hope or mitigation of the awful fears of the 
night. 
Seven bodies have been found 011 tlie 
shore near this town, two lieing in a tree, a 
man and woman, w here the current laid cur­ 
tí them. 
Country people are coming into 
tlie news centres in large numbers telling 
storiesof disasteralong tiie River banks, John 
McCarthy, a carpenter, who lives in Johns­ 
town, reached here about 4 o’clock. 
He left 
Johnstown at 4:30 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, and says the scene when he left was in­ 
describable. 
The people had lieeu warned 
irlv in the morning 10 move to tlie high lands 
hut they did not heed the warning, although 
it was repeated a number of times lip to 1 
’clock, when the water poured into Cinder- 
street several feet deep. 
Then the houses be­ 
gan rocking to and fro, and finally tlie force 
of tlie current carried buildings across streets 
ind vacant lots, and dashed them against 
eac h other, breaking them into fragments. 
These buildings were freighted with the poor 
wretches who so shortly before had laughed 
at tlie cry of danger. McCarthy says in some 
ases he counted as many as 15 persons cling- 
to buildings.

house in which these girls lived carried away 
aud then they could stand it no longer und 
hurried away. 
The husband feared his wife 
would go crazy before he could drag her 
away and ttiey left the flooded district and 
went inland ulong the country roads until 
they reached here.

TH E E X TR A SESSIO N OF CONGRESS. 


T he Su n lifts its warning voice in double 
leads and at the head of the editorial columns 
acainst what it conceives to lie the intention 
of the Rep ublican m ajority in the fifty first 
Congress to “ bulldoze ” the Dem ocratic m i­ 
nority. 
The p robability of a sp ecial session 
in October fills it with alarm, since it is un ­ 
derstood to be the wish of the adm inistration 
to have the difficulties that the Democratic 
m inority has threatened to p lace in the way. 
of the organization of the House overcome, 
so that Congress will be ready to p roceed 
with the business of the country in Decem- 
l» er. 
The intention of the Democrats, it is 
understood, is to delay and defeat the Re­ 
p ublican organization of the House if p ossi­ 
ble. 
But if organization is accomp lished, 
they will be unable to hinder p roceedings ex­ 
cep t by the questionable tactics of tillibuster- 
ing.for which the rules are indeed very fav or­ 
able, but which would soon bring up on them 
the condemnation and contem p t of the p eop le. 
A good many D em ocrats are from districts 
closely divided in p olitics, and which a little 
misconduct on their p art would easily sw ay 
to the other side at the next election. 
T here 
are.for instance,Clunie of California, Form an 
of Illinois, Fow ler of New' Jersey and Par 
rett and Brookshire of Indiana, whose p lural- 
tics are less than 90 each, and fifteen other 
Democrats whose p luralties range between 
100 and TOO. 
Some of these not only realize 
the danger of defeat at the next election, but 
of losing their seats before the close of the 
session because of the abundant evidence of 
fraud that contesting candidates will be able 
to p resent. 
The efforts of the schemers will 
therefore be bent up on delaying the organi­ 
zation till December, in the hop e that death 
or accident in the m eantim e may op erate in 
their favor. 
T he wish of the President, however, to 
have the House organized p romises the de­ 
feat of 
the D em ocratic 
scheme. 
T he 
couutry 
has 
learned 
enough 
of 
General 
H arrison’s 
character 
to 
know 
that 
he 
dares 
take the 
resp onsibility. 
He has already indicated the course that he 
would p ursue in case of an emergency. 
He 
would recognize the H ouse that the Rep ubli­ 
can m ajority organized. 
If the Democratic 
m inority should choose to organize another 
House they would be left to settle with the 
p eop le for their folly. 
There would be no 
bulldozing in this, but it would at once 
squelch the Dem ocratic revolution. 
T he 
members of that p arty, anxious for their sal­ 
aries, would hasten to take their seats in the 
only House w hich, acting in conjunction with 
the Senate and President would, have p ower 
to p ass ap p rop riation bills. 
The ease and 
sim p licity of this p rogram , its p erfect legal­ 
ity, and the inability of the Dem ocrats to 
raise an argum ent against it, are so ap p arent 
that the m inority will hesitate when it gets to 
W ashington to throw obstructions in the p ath 
of the m ajority. 
To be disgracefully beaten 
is in the last degree hum iliating, and the p ar­ 
ties who suffer will not w ant to ap p ear in 
p ublic life again. 
The Rep ublican m ajority will take control 
of Congress and keep it. 
It will elect the 
Sp eaker and other officers and ap p oint the 
com m ittees as it has a right to do. 
It will 
unseat those mem bers, w hether of the m inor­ 
ity or m ajority, who are p roved to owe their 
elections to fraud. 
It will change the rules 
of the House w herev er they p rove an ob­ 
struction to business. 
All these things it has 
the lawful right to do,and abundance of Dem­ 
ocratic p recedent to sustain it.

THE JOHNSTOW N CATACLYSM. 


The inform ation that the reservoir w hich 
burst yesterday above Johnstow n, Pa., was 
owned by a num ber of P ittsburg gentlem en 
and kep t for fishing p urp oses sufficiently ex­ 
p lains the calam ity. It w as once owned by the 
state and served as a feeder for the old P enn­ 
sylvania canal, but was sold to p rivate p ar­ 
ties when that work was abandoned. 
Years 
of constant wearing had madb it weak, and 
the extra p ressure of a day’s rain caused it to 
burst. 
Johnstow n is rep orted in the ac­ 
counts of the affair to be a city of 10,000 in­ 
habitants, but the census of 1880 found its 
p op ulation to be 22,000. 
The horroi of the 
accident is hard to realize, even after we are 
told th at dead bodies by the hundred were 
counted as they floated down the stream 
a 
dozen 
miles 
below. 
But 
it 
was 
a 
torrent, 
which, 
sweep ing 
down a deep and narrow valley, was sufficient 
to cover the roofs of the houses and crush in 
the walls of great factories of brick and stone 
as though they were egg-shells. 
It is to be 
feared that the w orst has not been told and 
cannot be till the torrent has p assed and the 
sands in the bed of the stream give up tliei 
dead. 
It is only a question of tim e when any of 
these reservoirs or dam s m ust give way. The 
one that destroyed the villages of Hayden 
ville, Leeds and Florence in W estern Massa 
chusetts almost exactly fifteen years ago, was 
p rep ared for the disaster by a tiny stream 
that crep t over a sunken p ortion of the edge 
and grew in dim ensions till it had sep arated 
the structure into two sections. 
The mischief 
had been discovered in tim e to rep air it, but 
instead a man had been emp loyed to watch 
it and rep ort when it should become danger­ 
ous. 
O f 
course he gave his 
warning 
when it was too late. 
One hundred and 
fourteen acres of w ater came p ouring down 
up on the doomed villages. 
As it advanced 
it was seen to be a m ighty wall of water, a 
dozen feet high and alm ost p erp endicular. 
T he p eop le could not flee before it. 
A soli­ 
tary horsem an undertook to give the w arn­ 
ing to the villages furth er down, but his 
horse, sw ift and sure-footed, could hardly 
keep p ace with the torrent. 
One hundred 
and fifty hum an lives was p art of the cost of 
th a t day’8 work of ruin. 
Down the valley 
also w ent $1,000,000 of p rop erty, and roads 
and bridges were destroyed all along Mill 
river until the flood was dissip ated in the 
bro ader valley o f the Connecticut. 
These reservo irs must be built fo r manu­ 
facturing ' and 
navigatio n 
purpo ses, and 
when o f sufficient strength they are a guar­ 
antee o f greater safety , as they ho ld in re­ 
serve the surplus waters o f great rains o r 
m elting sno ws, that wo uld o therwise devas­ 
tate the valley s belo w. 
But the pro priety 
o f gathering up a m ig hty vo lume o f water 
rig ht o ver the heads o f twenty tho usand peo ­ 
ple, fo r fishing purpo ses merely , may be ques­ 


tioned. 
There is an aw ful resp onsibility for 
this wholesale m urder in the Oonemaugh V al­ 
ley, in which the lost lives have been already 
counted by hundreds and m ay reach into the 
thousands. 
• 


1 H E ST R A N G E ST OF SUICIDES. 


W hile there is a loud call for more m inis­ 
ters to fill the vacant p ulp its of all denom ­ 
inations, a strauge m am a for suicide has 
broken out am ong clergym en. 
A few weeks 
ago the Rev. Mr. P arker drowned himself in 
N orthern New Y ork because he had got 
heavily in debt and became weary of facing 
his cieditors. 
His act of self-destruction was 
unreasonable and needless, for those whom he 
owed only wished to be assured of his honest 
tention and p robably ultim ate ability to p ay. 
And besides, a relative out W est, hearing of 
his em barrassm ent but not of his disap p ear­ 
ance, came East and p aid up all of hi? debts 
while he was yet missing and sup p osed to 
be a fugitive. 
Then came news of the death of Rev. Mr- 
Schorr of Baltim ore, 
a young and rising 
clergym an who had forced his way up w ard 
through great p overty and unp leasant home 
associations. 
His only fault ap p ears to have 
been that he was always and p romiscuously 
in love, p iop osing m arriage to alm ost every 
woman he met, alike to the widow who 
m ight have p assed for his m other and to the 
miss whom he could have called his daughter. 
He loved not wisely but too m uch, and inev­ 
itably found him self in hot w ater with the 
widow, who m eant business w hether he did 
or not. 
The world was wide enough for him 
and her, but 
unfortunately he did not 
know m uch of the world. 
And so he p ut a 
revolver to his head, and “ drifted out ujron 
the dark and unknow n sea that rolls round 
all the w orld.” 
And to day we have the rep ort of the sui­ 
cide of Rev. Dr. W illiam L. Gage of H art 
ford. 
He had resigned his p astorate in that 
city some time ago and engaged in w ritim 
for the religious magazines. 
Insom nia fol­ 
lowed, and he became m elancholy aud sp oke 
frequently of madness and suicide. 
Twenty 
days ago he was sent to O rthop edic Hosp ital 
in Philadelp hia for treatm ent, and yesterday 
he brought his troubles to a sudden end by 
leap ing from a fourth story window of the 
building. 
He was fifty-six years of age—too 
old to lie of any usefulness in a p rofession 
which is calling continually for young and 
handsome men—aud had been turned out to 
grass. 
He m ight have gone m ad for this 
cause aloue. His fate is likely to deter others 
from entering a p rofession in which his useful­ 
ness ends when that of statesmen, jurists,p hysi­ 
cians and men of other vocations requiring 
the tiest strength of the 
mental p owers 
reaches its highest and most valued condi­ 
tion.

W ithin four weeks a N ew York criminal 
will be executed by the new rap id-transit 
p rocess of electricity, 
He p rotests that he 
“ would rather be hung forty tim es” than die 
by this novel agency. F or m any years p hilan­ 
throp ists have been hunting for some easy 
means of conducting outlaws from the scenes 
of their crime in this world to that fitting r^ 
ward which awaits them in the next,but their 
most earnest efforts have been futile. 
Some 
months ago the New Y ork Legislature en­ 
acted a law substituting death by electricity 
for the gallows. 
This change in the mode of 
execution was established in deference to the 
sensitive p ublic and to the feelings (moral 
and p hysical) of the crim inal; but the very 
first subject of Death made Delightful, so to 
sp eak, is horrified at the thought of his easy 
taking off. 
Therefore the p ublic will be warranted in 
p ronouncing the substitute a failure. 
It is a 
failure as a m atter of sentim ent and of p hysi­ 
cal suffering, if the first subject is to lie be 
lieved. To die on the scaffold or on the battle­ 
field has always beeu deemed a heroic death, 
either to the victim , the sp ectator or both. 
W hether on the scaffold high, 
O r in the battle’s van, 
The noblest p lace for m an to die 
Is where he dies a m an! 
T he world of sentim entalism will not, w ith­ 
out a p rotest, substitute a verse like this: 
Or on the field, or on the sly, 
By sudden electricity. 
If for our fellow m an we die 
I t’s double distilled felicity. 
Hum anitarians* in p ursuit of llowcry beds 
of 
ease on which to transp ort miserable 
wretches who have justly forfeited their lives, 
have missed the oidy p ossible solution. They 
should p erm it every crim inal against w hom 
sentence of death has been p ronounced to 
select his own m ethod. 
If he shall p refer 
burning, tum ble him into the flames, or build 
the flames around him. 
If drowning, heave 
him overltoard. 
If 
hanging, 
drop him 
through the trap door. 
If p oison, let him 
quaff the friendly hem lock. 
Since it is the 
last request the p oor devil will ever make he 
ought to have his own sweet will in the m at­ 
ter. 
L et New York, which has instituted 
this reform (?), be quick about am ending the 
law, lo p rovide that hereafter, whenever the 
death sentence is p ronounced, the victim may 
select his own favorite m ethod. 
Any rule 
short of this is not worth the p ap er it is w rit­ 
ten on.

T he Sun lifts its warning voice in double 
leads and at the head of the editorial columns 
asrainst w hat it conceives to lie the intention 
of the Republican m ajority in the fifty first 
Congress to “ bulldoze ” the Democratic m i­ 
nority. 
T he probability of a special session 
in October fills it with alarm, since it is un­ 
derstood to be the wish of the administration 
to have the difficulties that the Democratic 
m inority has threatened to place in the way. 
of the organization of the House overcome, 
so that Congress will be ready to proceed 
with the business of the country in Decem- 
lier. 
The intention of the Democrats, it is 
understood, is to delay and defeat the Re­ 
publican organization of the House if possi­ 
ble. 
But if organization is accomplished, 
they will lie unable to hinder proceedings ex­ 
cept by the questionable tactics of fillihuster- 
ing.for which the rules are indeed very favor­ 
able, but which would soon bring upon them 
the condemnation and contem pt of the people. 
A good m any Democrats are from districts 
closely divided iu politics, anti which a little 
m isconduct on their part would easily sway 
to the other side at the next election. 
There 
are.for instance,Clunie of California, Forman 
of Illinois, Fowler of New Jersey and Par 
rett and Brookshire of Indiana, whose plural- 
ties are less than 90 eat j, and fifteen other 
Democrats whose pluralties range between 
100 and 700. 
Some of these not only realize 
the danger of defeat at the next election, but 
of losing their seats before the close of the 
session because of the abundant evidence of 
fraud that contesting candidates will be able 
to present. 
The efforts of the schemers will 
therefore be bent upon delaying the organi­ 
zation till December, in the hope that death 
or accident in the meantime m ay operate in 
their favor. 
T he wish of the President, however, to 
have the House organized promises the de­ 
feat of 
the Democratic 
scheme. 
The 
country 
has 
learned 
enough 
of 
General 
H arrison's 
character 
to 
know 
that 
lie 
dares 
take the 
i iponsibility. 
He has already indicated the course that he 
would pursue in case of an emergency. 
He 
would recognize the House that the Republi­ 
can m ajority organized. 
If the Democratic 
m inority should choose to organize another 
House they would be left to settle with the 
people for their folly. 
There would be no 
bulldozing in this, but it would at once 
squelch the Democratic revolution. 
The 
memtiers of that party, anxious for their sal­ 
aries, would hasten to take their seats in the 
only House w hich, acting in conjunction with 
the Senate and President would, have power 
to pass appropriation bills. 
The ease and 
sim plicity of this program , its perfect legal 
ity, and the inability of the Democrats to 
raise an argum ent against it, are so apparent 
that the m inority will hesitate when it gets to 
W ashington to throw obstructions in the path 
of the m njoiitv. 
To be disgracefully beaten 
is in the last degree hum iliating, and the par­ 
ties who suffer will not w ant to appear in 
public life again. 
The Republican m ajority will take control 
of Congress and keep it. 
It will elect the 
Speaker and other officers and appoint the 
committees as it has a right to do. 
It will 
unseat those members, w hether of the minor 
ity or m ajority, who are proved to owe their 
elections to fraud. 
It will change the rules 
of the House wherever they prove an ob­ 
struction to business. 
All these things it has 
the lawful right to do,and abundance of Dem­ 
ocratic precedent to sustain it. 
And the per 
formance of these things will not be bulldoz 
ing. 


W hile there is a loud call for more m inis­ 
ters to fill the vacant pulpits of all denom ­ 
inations, a strange m am a for suicide has 
broken out among clergymen. 
A few weeks 
ago the Rev. Mr. P arker drowned himself in 
N orthern New York because he had got 
heavily in debt aud became weary of facing 
his cieditors. 
His act of self-destruction was 
unreasonable and needless, for those whom he 
owed only wished to be assured of his honest 
tention and probably ultim ate ability to pay. 
A nd besides, a relative out W est, hearing of 
his embarrassment but not of his disappear­ 
ance, came East and paid up all of hi? debts 
while he was yet missing and supposed to 
be a fugitive. 
T hen came news of the death of Rev. Mr- 
Schorr of Baltimore, a young and rising 
clergym an who had forced his way upward 
through great poverty and unpleasant home 
associations. 
His only fault appears to have 
been that he was always and promiscuously 
in love, pioposing m arriage to almost every 
woman he met, alike to the widow who 
m ight have passed for his mother and to the 
miss whom he could have called his daughter. 
He loved not wisely but too much, and inev- 
talilv found himself in hot w ater with the 
widow, who meant business whether he did 
or not. 
The world was wide enough for him 
and her, but 
unfortunately he did not 
know much of the world. 
And so he put a 
revolver to his head, and “ drifted out upon 
the dark and unknown sea that rolls round 
all the w orld.” 
And to day we have the report of the sui­ 
cide of Rev. Dr. W illiam L. Gage of H art 
ford. 
He bad resigned his pastorate in that 
city some time ago and engaged in w riting 
for the religious magazines. 
Insomnia fol­ 
lowed, and he became melancholy aud spoke 
frequently of madness and suicide. 
Twenty 
days ago he was sent to Orthopedic Hospital 
iu Philadelphia for treatm ent, and yesterday 
he brought his troubles to a sudden end by 
leaping from a fourth story window of the 
building. 
He was fifty-six years of age—too 
old to lie of any usefulness in a profession 
which is calling continually for young and 
handsome men—aud had been turned out to 
grass. 
He might have gone mad for this 
cause alone. His fate is likely to deter others 
from entering a profession in which his useful­ 
ness ends when that of statesmen, jurists,physi 
cians and men of other vocations requiring, 
the best strength of the 
mental powers 
reaches its highest and most valued condi­ 
tion.

The inform ation that the reservoir which 
burst yesterday above Johnstow n, Pa., was 
owned by a num ber of P ittsburg gentlemen 
and kept for fishing purposes sufficiently ex 
plains the calam ity. It was once owned by the 
state and served as a feeder for the old Penn 
sylvania canal, but was sold to private par 
ties when that work was abandoned. 
Years 
of constant wearing had matlfe it weak, and 
the extra pressure of a day’s rain caused it to 
burst. 
Johnstow n is reported in the ac 
counts of the affair to be a city of 10,000 in 
habitants, but the census of 1880 found its 
population to Ire 22,(XX). 
The liorroi of the 
accident is hard to realize, even after we are 
told that dead bodies by the hundred were 
counted as they floated down the stream 
a 
dozen 
miles 
below. 
But 
was 
a 
torrent, 
which, 
sweeping 
down a deep and narrow valley, was sufficient 
to cover the roof3 of the houses and crush in 
the walls of great factories of brick and stone 
as though they were egg-shells. 
It is to be 
feared that the worst has not been told and 
cannot lie till the torrent has passed and the 
s-tnds in the bed of the stream give up their 
dead. 
It is only a question of time when any of 
these reservoirs or dams m ust give way. The 
one that destroyed the villages of Hayden 
ville, Leeds and Florence in W estern Massa 
chusetts almost exactly fifteen years ago, was 
prepared for the disaster by a tiny stream 
that crept over a sunken portion of the edge 
and grew in dimensions till it had separated 
the structure into two sections. 
The mischief 
had been discovered in tim e to repair it, but 
instead a man had been employed to watch 
it and report when it should become danger­ 
ous. 
Of 
course he gave his 
wurning 
w hen it wTas too late. 
One hundred and 
fourteen acres of water came pouring down 
upon the doomed villages. 
As it advanced 
it was seen to be a m ighty wall of water, a 
dozen feet high and almost perpendicular. 
T he people could not flee before it. 
A soli­ 
tary horsem an undertook to give the w arn­ 
ing to the villages further down, but his 
horse, sw ift and sure-footed, could hardly 
keep pace w ith the torrent. 
One hundred 
and fifty hum an lives was p art of the cost of 
th a t day’s work of ruin. 
Down the valley 
also w ent $1,000,000 of property, and roads 
and bridges were destroyed all along Mill 
river until the flood was dissipated in the 
broader valley of the Connecticut. 
These reservoirs must be built for m anu­ 
facturing' and 
navigation 
purposes, and 
when of suflicient strength they are a guar­ 
antee of greater safety, as they hold in re­ 
serve the surplus waters of great rains or 
m eitiog snows, that would otherwise devas­ 
tate the valleys below. 
But the propriety 
of gathering up a mighty volume of water 
right over the heads of twenty thousand peo­ 
ple, for fishing purposes merely, may be <jue«-

He protests that he 
“ would rather be hung forty times” than die 
by this novel agency. For many years philan­ 
thropists have been hunting for some easy 
means of conducting outlaws from the scenes 
of their crime in this world to that fitting r¿ 
w ard which awaits them in the next,but their 
most earnest efforts have been futile. 
Some 
months ago the New York Legislature en­ 
acted a law substituting death by electricity 
for the gallows. 
T his change in the mode of 
execution was established in deference to the 
sensitive public a rd to the feelings (moral 
nnd physical) of the crim inal; but the very 
first subject of Death made Delightful, so to 
speak, is horrified at the thought of his easy 
taking off. 
Therefore the public will be warranted in 
pronouncing the substitute a failure. 
It is a 
failure as a m atter of sentiment and of physi 
cal suffering, if the first subject is to lie be 
lieved. To die on theseaffold or on the battle 
field has always been deemed a heroic death 
either to the victim, the spectator or both. 
W h eth er on th e scaffold high, 
O r in th e b a ttle ’s v an, 
T he noblest p lace fo r nm n to die 
Is w here he dies a m a n ! 
T he world of sentimentalism will not, with 
out a protest, substitute a verse like this: 
O r on th e field, o r on th e sly, 
B y su d d en e lectricity . 
If fo r o u r fellow m an we dio 
It's double d istilled felicity. 
H um anitarians' in pursuit of flowery beds 
of 
ease on which to transport miserable 
wretches who have justly forfeited their lives 
have missed the only possible solution. They 
should permit every criminal against whom 
sentence of death has been pronounced 
select his own method. 
If he shall prefer 
burning, tumble him into the flames, or build 
the flames around him. 
If drowning, heav 
him overlioard. 
If 
hanging, 
drop him 
through the trap door. 
If poison, let him 
quaff the friendly hemlock. 
Since it is the 
last request the poor devil will ever make he 
ought to have his own sweet will in the mat 
ter. 
Let New York, which lias instituted 
this reform (?), lie quick about amending the 
law, to provide that hereafter, whenever the 
death sentence is pronounced, the victim may 
select his own favorite method.

In resp onse to an invitation to m anu factu rers of 
steam rollers, to exhibit tlieir 10-ton rollers and test 
them in the p resence of the Mayor, Common Coun­ 
cil, City Engineer and Su p erintendent of Streets, 
the H arrisbu rg C ar M anu factu ring Comp any p ro­ 
duced one of th eir m achines and subm itted the 
sam e for any te st or trial which the Mayor or Street 
Dep artm ent m ight choose to require. 
Accordingly, on the 23d, 2'id and 25th days of May 
the rol er was taken ou t up on ou r streets, and 
thoroughly tested in every cap acity in which a road 
roller can be ap p lied in building, rep airing or im ­ 
p roving streets. 
The machine w as first used on Van Buren-street, 
which has been recently top -dressed cn an ordinary 
earth su rface or bed with broken stone or slate of 
fou r to six inches. 
In a few hours this street for a distance of 290 feet 
or more was given a hard and com p aratively smooth 
su rface, with a u niform crown, and so greatly im ­ 
p roved in ap p earance that the benefits of a steam 
roller in im p roving and beau tifying streets was duly 
ap p reciated by the large nu m ber of ou rcitizens who 
viewed the test. 
The next day the cap acity of the roller in ‘ p ick­ 
ing u j " old m acadam ized road beds and p rep aring 
the sam e for a new top -dressing was satisfactorily 
shown on Lnion-avenue, where the old su rface was 
well broken u p and loosened, so as to make the new 
top -dressing to u nite with the old and form an ap ­ 
p arently new p avem ent.

Both were as­ 
cended w ithout difficulty, w hich dem onstrated the 
efficiency of the m achine in ascending steep grades, 
a very necessary desideratu m for the im p rovem ent 
of the streets in the lower w ards of the City. 
In conclusion, you r Comm ittee are uuanifnous in 
rep orting th a t the H arrisbu rg roller, now in this 
City answ ers every requ irem ent in a first-class ma 
chine, being easily handled, ra p ’d in moticu, either 
In forw ard or backw ard movem ent, or in tu rning, is 
ap p arently strongly built in all its p arts, and of 
nearly 18 tons gross weight. 
And you r Comm ttee believe th a t the use of such 
roller on ou r streets will b.“ a m atter of economy in 
the qu antity of broken stone required to keep our 
irteets ill good condition, as well as tending to 
b e a u t i f y the streets and keep them in a condition

The trial of John F. Hoop er before the 
New York Classis of the Reformed Church 
was closed yesterday and Hoop er was de­ 
p osed from the m inistry by a unanimous 
vote.

In a few hours this street for a distance of 210 feet 
or more was given a hard and comparatively smooth 
surface, with a uniform crown, and so greatly im­ 
proved in appearance that the benefits or a steam 
roller in improving and beautifying streets was duly 
appreciated by the large number of our citizens who 
viewed the test.

ing u j" old macadamized road Deds and preparing 
the same for a new top-dressing was satisfactorily 
shown on Union-avenue, where the old surface was 
well broken up and loosened, so as to make the new 
top-dressing to unite with the old and form an ap­ 
parently new pavement. 
On May 35, the roller was subjected to the severe 
test of "climbing up" Cnestnut-streeton a grade of 
11 feet to the t0*>, andalso up Livingston-street (re­ 
cently graded) on a sim lar grade. Both were as­ 
cended without difficulty, which demonstrated the 
efficiency of the machine in ascending steep grades, 
a very necessary desideratum for the improvement 
of the streets in the lower wards of the City. 
In conclusion, your Committee nre uuanifnous in 
reporting that the Harrisburg roller, now in this 
City, answers every requirement in a first-class ma 
chine, being easily handled, rap’d in moticn. either 
in forward or'backward movemeut, or in turning, is 
apparently strongly built in all its parts, and of 
nearly 12 tons gross weight. 
And your Comm ttee believe that the use of such 
roller on our streets will b - a matter of economy in 
the quantity of broken stone required to keep our 
Hteets in good condition, as well as tending to 
beautify the streets and keep them in a condition 
justified by the prosperity and progress of our City 
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in other respects, and we therefore recommend the 
purchase of the roller by the Common Council, if a 
contract upon favorable terms and conditions, with 
guarantees as to its durability for a term of years 
can be made with the manufacturers of the same.

FOR CONTUMACY AND LYING IN NEW- 
YORK CITY. 


He .Says He w ill ÍJIve l?p Preaching and If 
Ills Little Hoy Grows Up “ u Mouse ” He 
W ill Make Him u M inister, E tc.—Going 
Into Business in London. 


[From the New-York Tribune.) 
The trial of John F. Hooper before the 
New-York Classis of the Reformed Church 
was closed yesterday aud Hooper was de­ 
posed from the ministry by a unanimous 
vote. One member voted “ N o” on the 
second charge of lying, but the other 13 
members present when the vote was reached 
voted in favor of conviction on all three 
charges of lying and on the charge of con­ 
tumacy. 
& 
The principal witnesses of the day were 
John Lindsay aud John T. Hanson, of the 
Congregational Church of North New-York. 
of which Hooper was Pastor after he was 
suspended from the Reformed Church. They 
were called in support of Hooper’s stateun nt 
to the Classis on December 9 that he knew of 
no such church organization. 
Dr A. G. Yermilye, of Englewood, who 
acted as counsel for the Classis, examined 
Hooper on the charge of lying, and estab­ 
lished the fact that, although Hooper went to 
California to fight the divorce case brought 
hy liis wife anti to defend his reputation, yet 
in two days after his arrival he was in nego­ 
tiation with his wife’s family for a compro­ 
mise. This compromise was carried out. and 
11 days after his return Hooper proposed to 
Mrs. Curtis to marry her daughter Mary, 
with whom he has since eloped. 
Hooper left the Classis before the vote was 
taken, but said that there was no chance of 
his acquittal. lie aho said he was done with 
the ministry. 
[From the New-York Times.] 
John F. Hooper, whose matrimonial infe­ 
licities and troubles with the churches under 
his charge have brought him into notoriety of 
late, was deposed from the ministry yesterday 
by the unanimous vote of the members of the 
New-York Classis of the Reformed Church 
America. 
The four charges brought 
igainst him—three for lying and one for 
contumacy—were acted upon separately, and 
he was found guilty of each. Hooper 
did not wait to hear the verdict of 
the Classis, hut departed as soon as the Rev. 
Mr. Duryea, who acted as his counsel, 
tided his summing up. To a number of re­ 
porters he expressed the liveliest disdain of the 
irocecdings, and claimed that the jury was 
‘ packed” against him. lie said he would 
give up preaching anyhow, and expresscc 
his feeling for his late profession by sayinu 
that if his little boy—now six years old— 
grcwr to he a mouse, he would make a minis­ 
ter of him, hut that if he grew to be a man 
he would make him anything else, lit 
thinks of starting out in business in London.

A native, one day this 
week, in telling how ti&b were caught in an 
unsportsmanlike way, said: “ The Vernooy 
Creek, which you sec there, and which emp­ 
ties into the Rondout about a mile below, 
when I was a boy was a much larger stream 
and was filled with trout. 
Between the years 
1851 and 1858 there was but little known here 
of fishing with rod and reel and artificial 
dies. 
When 
men 
went 
fishing 
then 
they wanted to make sure of the fish and 
used nets. * The average l>oy also owned a 
scap-net and was skillful in its use. 
Benja­ 
min C. Hornbeck, who died here some years 
ago, owned several seines. 
The smaller nets 
he would use in the Vernooy Creek and the 
larger ones in the Rondout Creek. 
When he 
desired to have some ‘sport' he %vould invite 
the employes of his large farm and mills to 
accompany him to the creek. 
Men liberally 
dosed with applejack to 1 keep them from 
taking cold,’ would enter the water. 
Some 
would manage the net while others,with long 
poles, would splash about and poke the trout 
from their lairs in the deep holes and under 
rocks. 
The (reeks were then filled with 
drift-wood 
and 
snags 
of 
all 
kinds. 
Great holes would be torn in the net, but not 
withstanding the catch of trout would Ik- 
large. 
I remember one time when the net 
fishermen w ent but three or four miles up the 
creek and when they came back they had 900 
large-sized trout, which furnished about ev­ 
ery 
denizen 
of 
tho 
village 
with 
a 
mess of fish. 
T he ‘seining’ in the Rondout 
Creek was gencnally done at night with the 
aid of torchlights. The scene was picturesque. 
The toys considered it a high honor to be al­ 
lowed to go along and carry the extra supply 
of torchlights—made of pine knots—and the 
fish bags. 
The Apple Jack was carried in 
large stone jugs. 
When it got in its work 
ttiere 
was 
much 
floundering 
around 
in the water and the men who earned spears 
would see two eels at once. 
Many times dur­ 
ing the night they would ‘get over their 
heads’ and have to ‘swim out’ and oftimes it 
was necessary for the more sober ones in the 
party to rescue them and lead them to a place 
where they could stand with their heads 
above water. 
When the large seine was 
dragged on shore the scene w as one of excite­ 
ment. 
In the ‘belly’ of the net would be 
seen a collection of eels, tish end mud turtles. 
Among the fish would be found chub, trout, 
suckets, sunfish and perch. 
When the fish­ 
ermen reached the vicinity of their homes 
the tish were sorted into piles according to 
size as near as possible, but to further aid in 
a satisfactory division one 
of 
the 
men 
would be told to ‘turn bis back’ and another, 
placing his hand on one of the piles of tish 
would say, ' Whose pile 
is this ?’ 
The 
answer would be the name of one of the 
party.” 


ITSUISG IN CATSK1 LI. M r. STREAMS. 
A fisherman of this City claims that fishing 
for trout at night has its pleasures that capnot 
be real i/ d by those who fish only In the 
time. 
The angler must not takt- .a lahtfltn 
with him, but go out into the darkness and 
become accustomed to it. 
He will soou to 
able to distinguish the w ater by a peculiar 
glistening, and by the sound as it runs over 
ilre rocky bottom. The stillness cf the woods 
is strange, until a person becomes familiar 
witli it, and it gives him a feeling something 
akin to fear. 
He likens himself to a soldier 
standing picket on the outpost through the 
night watching for the enemy. On moonlight 
nights a stream is not always dark. 
It does 
not then lack the beautiful. 
When the moon 
is overhead it shines through the foliage and 
is mirrored in the waters. 
The reflection of 
the trees and the heavens form beautiful pic­ 
tures. 
Bait is generally used for night fishing and 
the hook and bait should be quite large so 
that big trout only will to caught. 
Big trout 
that lie low in the day time come out at night 
aud jump at bait in a ravenous manner, and 
then fight with as much pugnacity us a bull­ 
dog. 
In the darkness the utmost care must 
to used to land them. 
Izaak Wqlto n was an 
adept at night fishing. 
Waltou has a quqiut 
style, but lie tells his story so his* meaning 
cannot be misunderstood. 
He says: 
You are to know there is.night as well as (lay fish­ 
ing for a trout; and that in the night the best trouts 
come out of their holes; and the manner of taking 
them is oa the the top of the water, with a great lob 
or garden worm, or rather two, which you are to 
tish with in a place where the waters run somewhat 
quietly, for in a stream the bait will not be so well 
discerned. 1 say in a quiet or dead place, near to 
some swift watt r; there draw your lait over the top of 
the water, to and fro: and if there beagoodtrout in 
the hole he will lake it, especially if the night be 
dark, for 
then 
he 
is 
bold, and 
lies 
near 
the 
top 
of 
the 
water 
watching 
the 
mo­ 
tion of any frog, or water rat, or mouse, that 
swims between him and the sky; these he hunts 
uft-r if he sees the water hut wrinkle or move in one 
of these dead holes, where these great old trout 
usually lie near to their holes; for you are to note 
that the great old trout is both subtle and fearful 
and lies close all day. and does not usually stir out 
of hit hole but lies in it as close in the day as the 
timorous bare does in her form, for the chief feed- 
iug of either is seldom in the day. but usually in the 
night, aud then the great trout feeds very boldly. 
Aud you must fish for him with a strong line, and 
not a little hook; and let him have time to gorge 
your book, for he does not usually forsake it, as he 
oft will in the day fishing. 
In a former trout article published in these 
columns the Barber Bushkill, which has its 
source in the Stony Clove, was described. 
Just beyond this clove ruus the Schoharie 
Creek. 
It is one of the largest streams in the 
Catskill range. 
A branch has its source in 
the northerly side of the Stony Clove, another 
in the Plattekill Clove, one rises in the East 
Kill Notch not far from the Old Catskill 
Mountain House, one in the West Kill Notch, 
and a large tributary at the Biaek Head 
range. 
They all join the main body at or 
above Praltsville, and from thence until it 
empties into the Mohawk. 
The Schoharie 
Creek, because of its size, might to termed 
a river. 
It drains a large district in the Cats 
kill Mountains and waters a wide territory of 
farming country. 
Amid 
the mountains 
there are 
many 
settlements 
near 
it 
Taunersville, 
Hunter, 
Jewett 
Centre 
Lexington Westkill, etc., and it is “ fished” by 
thousands of people. 
It is estimated that 
over 30,000 summer boarders visit this stream 
during the summer season. 
It is a wonder 
that any fish remain in the stream. 
There 
are trout, however, in its deep pools. 
They 
are extremely shy and it requires an expert 
angler to catch them. 
During heavy rain­ 
falls the Schoharie Creek rises to an astonish­ 
ing height. 
It then makes a wide bed. 
In 
the dry season it is compressed into a com 
parilively 
narrow 
channel, 
with 
great 
stretches of pebbly shores fringed with heavy 
timber, which renders it one of the most de­ 
lightful streams along which to picknick or 
camp out. It is reached by takiDg the Ulster 
& 
Delaware Railroad to Phoenicia, from thence 
via 
Stony 
Clove 
Railroad to 
Hun­ 
ter. 
In 
the Esopus, 
near Phoenicia, 
along 
the 
line 
of 
the 
Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad, empties a small stream 
known as the Woodland Creek, or Snyder 
Hollow Stream. 
Its source is at the base of 
Slide Mountain, and it runs through a deep, 
wooded valley, six miles, to its mouth. 
The 
scenery around it is of the grandest charac­ 
ter. 
The upper end of the hollow is a 
eul d e 
tuic. Slide Mountain, at its head, is 4,205 feet 
high. 
On the westerly side Panther Moun­ 
tain rises 3,828 feet, while on the easterly side 
is the W ittenburg Mountain, or chain, 3,778 
feet 
high. 
Slide Mountain is peculiarly 
situated, 
with 
reference 
to 
moun­ 
tain 
streams. 
The 
Woodland 
be­ 
gins 
a 
rivulet 
at 
ils 
easterly 
base. 
On its southerly slope the Rondout has its 
source, while the east and west branches of 
the Neversink rise on the easterly side; to­ 
ward the north the Big Indian starts, a 
gurgling brooklet, soon to be swelled into a 
roaring stream coursing toward the Esopus. 
All these streams rise within a few miles of 
one another, though to pass from oue to the 
other, great mountain ridges must be crossed. 
The Wo o dland is o ne 
ot the earliest tro ut 


streams. 
Its ease of access makes it a favor­ 
ite place for fishing. It is shallow. 
A good 
wood road runs uear its banks and it lacks 
the roughness of some of the famous moun 
tain brooks. 
It is so shadowed by mountains 
that it is cool and night comes early. 


O TH ER FISH STORIKS TOED. 
OirTliursday LeGrand Abbey, of Rondout, 
went fishing in Bragg Hollow’ Brook, Hal- 
cottsville. 
While casting a fly he saw some­ 
thing that deterred him from fishing further. 
In a towl-shaped hole he saw what looked 
like three eels, the largest of which was 
about four feet in length. 
The sides of the 
fish were covered with spots. 
It is slated that the Fish Commission has 
about completed its work with shad. 
Last 
year the commission hatched 153.000.000 
eggs, while this year the number is only 76-, 
000,000. 
This total mav be increased by 
4.000,000 or 5,000,000. 
The efforts to estati 
lish the salmon in the Hudson have toen suc­ 
cessful. a number having toen caught, some 
as large as 20 pounds in weight. 
A tish ^ealer here says that trout cannot to 
sold fiom market benches without the mar- 
ketman toing liable to prosecution. 
Theluw, 
as interpreted, is that no person shall have the 
right to catch trout for the purpose of selling 
them. 
William I. Thorn, of Poughkeepsie, re­ 
turned on Tuesdav from a trout fishing expedi- 
tion in the Catskiils. Frank Patohin, of Ron­ 
dout, drove Mr. Thorn and two companions 
over 150 miles through the mountains. 
John A. Roosevelt, of Poughkeepsie, won 
in the heavy bass casting contest at the 
anglers’ tournament in New-York City on 
Friday. 
His tost cast was 203 feet. 
lie re­ 
ceived a handsome gold medal. 
The law in relation to catching salmon is 
that they can only be caught with line or rod 
“ held in the hand.” 
Shad fishermen, it 
seems, do uot understand this fact. 
A salmon trout, 17 inches in length and 
weighing two and one-quarter pounds, was 
caught in a stream at Gilboa a day or two 
ago. 
Lcgrand Morris, of Monticello, one day re­ 
cently 
caught 46 trout that weighed 21} 
pounds in four hours. 
Two Stone Ridge men speared cels and 
suckers one night recently. 
Their “ catch” 
was 32 eels and 62 suckers. 
The run of shad coniinues light and but 
little money will be made in the business this 
season in this vicinity. 
Fish in Ulster County streams have toen 
given a chance to grow during the past 10 
days. 
Three shad that weighed 20} pounds were 
displayed in a Hudson fish market on Tues­ 
day. 
^ 
A salmon weighing22} pounds was caught 
in a shad net at Coxsackie on Monday night. 
A man at Ulster Landing on Saturday 
caught 13 white perch in one “ scap.” 
“ Anything that will bite” can now to law­ 
fully caught in the Esopus Creek. 
Many bushels of suckers have been caught 
in the Schoharie Kill at Giltoa this week. 
Pot fishermen have toen using nets in Mon- 
hagcn Lake near Middletown. 
Four anglers at Walton caught 600 trout in 
one day this week. 
A shad hatchery near Hudson is now in 
full operation. 
A Stamford man caught 86 brook trout one 
day this week. 
A fish hatchery is a project at Tivoli. 


A HUNTING STORY. 
An old man from Wawarsing Corners, who 
was in this City to-day. in talking about 
hunting in that section of Ulster County, in 
years gone by, said : “ Wild game w asabund 
ant in W awarsing when I was a boy. 
An 
uncle of mine, named Joseph Terwilli 
during the years between 1851 and 1857, sup 
ported himself and wife by hunting, trap 
ping and fishing. 
The small house he lived 
in at Soccanissing was filled with and sur 
rounded 
bv 
all the accessories 
ncce 
sary for the 
pursuit of game, 
includ 
ing 
even 
snow-shoes 
and 
bear traps 
while a large pack of hounds were to to seen 
and heard. 
Mv father’s table was litorally 
supplied with dried venison and the different 
varieties of small game in their season. 
One 
of Uncle ‘ Joe’s ’ hounds, which attracted my 
boyish fancy, was a large black one. 
It was 
named ‘Colonel Pratt,’ in honor of the noted 
Colonel Zadoc Pratt, of Prattsville, Greene 
County. 
It was u famous deer hound and 
its deep rich bay wai music to the hunts 
man’s ears. 
The ‘Colonel’ and I were great 
friends. 
lie was the hungriest dog 1 ever 
saw. 
On returning from his long runs i 
the woods and mountains near he would 
make his first stop at my father’s house. 
If 
in 
winter 
I 
would 
secure 
the cold 
pancakes 
left 
at 
breakfast 
and 
after making the ‘Colonel’ go to a prope 
distance I would amuse myself by pitchin 
the cakes, as I believed, directly into his 
stomach. 
His jaws,during this performance 
only snapped together once as each cake 
passed through his uioulh.” 
“ Among my boyhood pets were the stool 
pigeons which were used by my Uncle ‘ Joe ‘ 
and were kept alive from one season to an 
other. 
It was interesting to me to watch 
the arrangements for the netting of pigeons 
A large tod was staked out in a prominent 
field on high ground. 
A tough-house was 
built, so that the men who managed the net 
could not to seen. The tod was liberally 
sprinkled with buckwheat or other grain 
The stool pigeons, with their eyes sewed shut 
with silk thread, were fastened to little stools 
set on the tod. 
The 
large 
net, with 
coarse meshes, was arranged in folds at the 
side. 
W hen a large flock of pigeons were 
seen coming the flyers, with long strings tied 
to their legs, would be thrown into the air 
and then pulled down again. 
This would at 
tract the attention of the flock to the tod 
and on reaching the spot they would desire to 
investigate. 
Seeing pigeons, as they sup 
posed, 
eating grain, they 
would swoop 
down 
and 
alight on the 
bed. 
When 
the 
pigeons 
were 
all 
settled, 
the 
net would to sprung with the aid of wooden 
triggers, to which a rope was attached, lead 
ing to the hough-house. As soon as the net 
was sprung the men would run from the 
tough-house to the sides of the net and s 
that no aperture was Jeft for the entrapped 
pigeons to escape. The birds were then 
killed by bitiug their necks, and the bed 
made ready for the arrival of another flock.’

The little village of Wawarsing Corners. 
Ulster County, is delightfully situated near 
the base of the Slmwancuuk Mountains, and 
abounds in Indian legends and traditions. 
H 
i t the oldest place in point of settlement in 
the State of New-York. 
It was a favorite 
haunt of Indians. 
A native, one day this 
week, in telling how tish were caught in an 
unsportsmanlike way, said: “ The Vernooy 
Creek, which you see there, and which emp­ 
ties into the Roudout about a mile below, 
when I was a boy was a much larger stream 
and was tilled with trout. 
Between the years 
1801 and 1858 there was but little known here 
of tishing with rod and reel and artificial 
flies. 
When 
men 
went 
tishing 
theu 
they wanted to make sure of the tish and 
used nets. * The average boy also ow ned a 
scap-net and was skillful in its use. 
Benja­ 
min C. Hornbeck, who died here some years 
ago, ownui several seines.

he would use in the Vernooy Creek and the 
larger ones in the Rondout Creek. 
When he 
desired to have some ‘ sport ’ he would invite 
the employes of his large farm and mills to 
accompany him to the creek.

Great holes would be torn in the net. but not 
withstanding the catch of trout would Ik.- 
large. 
I remember one time wben the m-t 
fishcrmeu w ent but three or four miles up the 
creek and when they came back they had 900 
large-sized trout, which furnished about ev­ 
ery 
denizen 
of 
tho 
villasre 
with 
a 
mess of tish. 
The * seining ’ in the Rondout 
Creek w as genenally done at night with the 
aid of torchlights. The scene was picturesque. 
The boys considered it a high honor to be al­ 
lowed to go along and carry the extra supply 
of torchlights—made of pine knots—and the 
fish bags. 
The Apple Jack was carried in 
large stone jugs. 
When it got iu its work 
there 
was 
much 
floundering 
around 
in the water and the men who carried spears 
would see two eels at once. 
Many times dur­ 
ing the night they would ‘get over their 
heads’ and have to ‘swim out’ and oftimes it 
was necessary for the more sober ones in the 
party to rescue them and lead them to a place 
where they could stand with their beads 
above water. 
When the large seine was 
dragged on shore the scene was one of excite­ 
ment. 
In the ‘belly’ of the net would be 
seen a collection of eels, tish rml mud turtles. 
Among the fisli would he found chub, trout, 
suc keis, sunfish and perch. 
When the fish­ 
ermen reached the vicinity of their homes 
the fish were sorted into piles according to 
size as near as possible, but to further aid in 
a satisfactory division one 
of 
the 
men 
would he told to ‘turn his back’ and another, 
placing his hand on one of the piles of tish 
would say, ‘Whose pile 
Is this?’ 
The 
answer would be the name of one of the 
party.” 


F IS H IN G IN C A T S K 1L L M r . ST R E A M S. 
A fisherman of this City claims that fishing 
for trout at night lias its pleasures thqt capiiot 
be realiz 'd by those who tish only lu the <taV 
time. 
The angler must not tkkt- a lahtetn 
with him, hut go out into the darkuess and 
In-come accustomed to it. 
He will soou lie 
able to distinguish the water l>y a peculiar 
glistening, and by the sound as it runs over 
ihe rocky bottom. The stillness cf the woods 
is strange, until a person liocomcs familiar 
with it, and it gives him a feeling something 
akin to fear. 
He likens himself to a soldier 
standing picket on the outpost through the 
night watching for the enemy. On moonlight 
nights a stream is not always dark. 
It does 
not then lack the beautiful. 
When the moon 
is overhead it shines through the foliage and 
is mirrored in the waters. 
The reflection of 
the trees and the heavens form beautiful pic 
tures. 
Bait is generally used for night fishing and 
the hook and bait should he quite large so 
that big trout only w ill be caught. Big trout 
that lie low in the day time come out at night 
ami jump at bait in a ravenous manner, and 
then fight with as much pugnacity as a bull 
dog. 
In the darkness the utmost care must 
l>c used to land them. 
Izank Wqlton was an 
adept at night fishing. 
Walton has a quaint 
style, hut lie tells his story so his* meaning 
cannot be misunderstood. 
He says: 
You are to know there is. night as well as day flsh 
ing for a trout; and th a t in the night the best trouts 
com e out of their holes; and the m anner of taking 
them is on the the top of the w ater, with a great lob 
or garden worm, or ra th e r two. which you are to 
flsli with in a place w here the waters run som ew hat 
quietly, for in a stream th e bait will not be so well 
discerned. I say in a quiet or d ea l place, near to 
some swift wat< r; thei e draw your la it over the top of 
the w ater, to and fro; and if there be a good tro u t in 
th e hole he will take it, especially if the night be 
d ark , for 
then 
he 
is 
bold, and 
lies 
n ear 
th e 
top 
of 
the 
w ater 
watching 
the 
rao 
tion of any frog, or w ater rat, or mouse, th a t 
swim s between him and the sky; these he bunts 
a ft- r if he sees the w ater but wrinkle or move in one 
of these dead holes, w here these great old trout 
usually lie near to th eir holes; for you are to note 
th a t the great old tro u t is both subtle and fearful 
and lies close all day. and does not usually stir out 
of his hole but lies in it as close in the day as the 
timorous, bare does in her form , for tbe chief feed- 
iug of either is seldom in the day. but usually in the 
n ight, aud then the g reat trout feeds very boldly 
And you m ust fish for him with a strong line, and 
not a’little hook; and let him have time to gorge 
your hook, for he does not usually forsake it, as he 
oft will in the day fishing. 
In a former trout article published in these 
columns the Barber Buslikill, which has its 
source in the Stony Clove, was described 
Just beyond this clove runs the Schoharie 
Creek. 
It is one of the largest streams in tbe 
Catskill range. 
A branch has its source in 
the northerly side of the Stony Clove, another 
in the Plattekill Clove, one rises in the East 
Kill Notch not far from the Old Catskill 
Mountain House, one in the West Kill Notch 
and a large tributary at the Blaek Head 
range. 
They all join the main body at or 
above Praltsville, anti from thence until it 
empties into the Mohawk. 
The Schoharie 
Creek, because of its size, might lie termed 
a river. 
It drains a large district in the Cats 
kill Mountains and waters a wide territory of 
farming country. 
Amid 
Ihe mountains 
there are 
many 
settlements 
uear 
Tannersville, 
Hunter, 
Jewett 
Centre 
Lexington Westkill, e‘A\, and it is “fished” by 
thousands of people. 
It is estimated that 
over 80,000 summer boarders visit this stream 
during the summer season. 
It is a wonder 
that any tish remain in the stream. 
There 
are trout, however, in its deep pools. 
They 
ure extremely shy and it requires an expert 
angler to catch them. 
During heavy rain 
falls the Schoharie Creek rises to an astonish 
Ing height. 
It then makes a wide bed. 
In 
the dry season it is compressed into a com 
parilively 
narrow 
channel, 
with 
great 
stretches of pebbly shores fringed with heavy 
timber, which renders it one of the most de 
lightful streams along which to picknick or 
camp out. It is reached by taking the Ulster & 
Delaware Railroad to Phoenicia, from thence 
via 
Stony 
Clove 
Railroad 
to 
Hun 
ter. 
In the Esopus, 
near 
Phoenicia 
along 
the 
line 
of 
the 
Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad, empties a small stream 
known as the Woodland Creek, or Snyder 
Hollow Stream. 
Its source is at the base of 
Slide Mountain, and it runs through a deep, 
wooded valley, six miles, to its mouth. 
The 
scenery around It is of the grandest charac­ 
ter. 
The upper end of the hollow is a cul de 
me. Slide Mountain, at its head, is 4,205 feet 
high. 
On the westerly side Panther Moun­ 
tain rises 8,828 feet, while on the easterly side 
Is the Wittenburg Mountain, or chain, 3,778 
feet high. Slide Mountain is peculiarly 
situated, 
with 
reference 
to 
moun­ 
tain 
streams. 
The 
Woodland 
be­ 
gins 
a 
rivulet at 
its 
easterly base. 
On its southerly slope the Roodout has its 
source, while the east and west branches of 
the Neversink rise on the easterly side; to­ 
ward the north tbe Big Indian starts, a 
gurgling brooklet, soon to be swelled into a 
roaring stream coursing toward the Eso'pus. 
All these streams rise within a few miles of 
one another, though to pass from one to tbe 
other, great mountain ridges must be crossed. 
The Woodland to pee oí the earliest trout 


streams. 
Its ease of access makes it a favor­ 
ite place for tishing. 
It is shallow. 
A good 
wood road runs uear its banks and it lacks 
the roughness of some of the famous moun­ 
tain brooks. 
It is so shadowed by mountains 
that it is cool and night comes early. 


O T H E R F IS H STO R IES TO ED . 
OtrThursday LeGrand Abbey, of Rondout, 
went fishing in Bragg Hollow Brook, Hal- 
cottsville. 
While casting a fly he saw some­ 
thing that deterred him from fishing further. 
In a bowl-shaped hole he saw what looked 
like three eels, the largest of which was 
about four feet in length. 
The sides of the 
flsh were covered with spots. 
It is stated that the Fish Commission has 
about completed its work with shad. 
Last 
year tbe commission hatched 153,000,000 
eggs, while this year the number is only 76-, 
000,000. 
This total m ar be increased bv 
000,000 or 5.000.000. 
The efforts to estab­ 
lish the salmon in the Hudson have been suc­ 
cessful. a number haviug been caught, some 
as large as 20 pounds in weight. 
A tish tj^aler here says that trout caunot be 
sold fiom market benches without the mar- 
ketnian being liable to prosecution. 
The law, 
as interpreted, is that no person shall have the 
tight to catch trout for the purpose of selling 
them. 
William I. Thorn, of Poughkeepsie, re­ 
turned on Tuesdav from a trout fishing expedi­ 
tion in the Catskills. Frank Patchin, of Ron­ 
dout, drove Mr. Thorn and two companions 
over 150 miles through the mountains. 
John A. Roosevelt, of Poughkeepsie, won 
in the heavy bass casting coutest at tbe 
anglers’ tournament in New-York City on 
Friday. 
His best cast was 203 feet. 
He re­ 
ceived a handsome gold medal. 
The law in relation to catching salmon is 
that they can only be caught with line or rod 
‘held in the hand.” 
Shad fishermen, it 
seems, do not understand this fact. 
A salmon trout, 17 inches in length and 
weighing two and one-quarter pounds, was 
aught in a stream at Gitboa a day or two 
ago. 
Legrand Morris, of Mouticello, one day re 
entlv caught 46 trout that weighed 21$ 
pounds in four hours. 
Two Stone Ridge men speared eels and 
suckers one night recently. 
Their “ catch” 
was 32 eels and 62 sue kers. 
The run of shad continues light and but 
little money will be made in the business this 
season in tliis vicinity. 
Fisli in Ulster County streams have been 
given a chance to grow during the past 10 
days. 
Three shad that weighed 20$ pounds were 
displayed in a Hudson tish market on Tues­ 
day.

A salmon weighing22$ pounds was caught 
in a slmd net at Coxsackie on Monday night. 
A man at Ulster Landing on Saturday 
caught 13 white perch in one “ scap.” 
“ Anything that will bite” can now be law 
fully caught in the Esopus Creek. 
Many bushels of suckers have been caught 
iu the Schoharie Kill at Giiboa this week. 
Pot fishermen have lieon using nets in Mon 
hagen Lake near Middletown. 
Four anglers at Walton caught 600 trout iu 
one day this week. 
A shad hatchery near Hudson is now in 
full operation. 
A Stamford man caught 86 brook trout one 
day this week. 
A fish hatchery is a project at Tivoli. 


A H U N T IN G STORY. 
An old man from Wawarsing Corners, who 
was in tliis City to-day, in talking about 
hunting in that section of Ulster County, in 
years gone by, said : “ Wild game was abund­ 
ant in Wawarsing when I was a boy. 
An 
uncle of mine, named Joseph Terwilliger, 
during the years between 1851 and 1857, sup­ 
ported himself and wife by hunting, trap­ 
ping and fishing. 
The small house he lived 
in at Soccanissing was filled with and sur­ 
rounded 
by 
all 
the accessories neces­ 
sary for the pursuit of game, 
includ­ 
ing 
even 
snow-shoes 
and 
bear-traps, 
while a large pack of hounds were to lie seen 
and beard. 
Mv father's table was lilierally 
supplied with dried venison and the different 
varieties of small game in their season. 
One 
of Uncle ‘ Joe’s ’ hounds, which attracted my 
boyish fancy, was a large black one. 
It was 
named ‘ Colonel Pratt,’ in honor of the noted 
Colonel Zadoc Pratt, of Prattsville, Greene 
County. 
It was a famous deer hound and 
its deep rich bay was music to the hunts­ 
man’s ears. 
The ‘Colonel’ and I were great 
friends. 
lie was the hungriest dog 1 ever 
saw. 
On returning from his long runs in 
the woods and mountains near he would 
make his first stop at my father’s house. 
If 
in 
winter 
I 
would 
secure the cold 
pancakes 
left 
at 
breakfast 
and 
alter making the ‘Colonci’ go to a proper 
distance I would amuse myself by pitching 
the cakes, as 1 believed, directly into his 
stomach. 
His jaws,during this performance, 
only snapped together once as each cake 
passed through his mouth.” 
“ Among my lioyhood pets were the stool 
pigeons which were used by my Uncle ‘ Joe ’ 
and were kept alive from one season to an­ 
other. 
It was interesting to me to watch 
the arrangements for the netting of pigeons. 
A large lied was staked out in a prominent 
field on high grouud. 
A bough-house was 
built, so that the men who managed the net 
could not lie seen. 
The bed was liberally 
sprinkled with buckwheat or other grain 
The stool pigeons, with their eyes sewed shut 
with silk thread, were fastened to little stools 
set on the lied. 
The 
large 
net, with 
coarse meshes, was arranged in folds at the 
side. 
When a large flock of pigeons were 
seen coming the flyers, with long strings tied 
to their legs, would be thrown iuto the air 
and then pulled down again. Tliis would at­ 
tract the attention of the flock to the bed, 
and on reaching the spot they would desire to 
investigate. 
Seeing pigeons, as they sup­ 
posed, eating grain, they 
would swoop 
down and 
alight on the 
bed. 
When 
the 
pigeons 
were 
all 
settled, 
the 
net would lie sprung with the aid of wooden 
triggers, to which a rope was attached, lead­ 
ing to the Dough-house. 
As soon as the net 
was sprung the men would run from the 
bough-house to the sides of the net and see 
that no apeiture was left for the entrapped 
pigeons to escape. 
The birds were then 
killed by biting their necks, and the bed 
made ready for the arrival of another flock.”
